Riverside join fire departments in Ohio and across the 
country adding a non-emergency service to connect 
residents with local health agencies and services.   
Paula Balcom, Riverside firefighter/paramedic and now, 
community paramedic, follows-up on 911 calls to find 
how someone is feeling and help figure out what else 
we can do to get needed health services.   
 

The program works to identify frequent 911 callers, 
while not always needing emergency services, there 
are challenges to receiving routine medical care.   
The new Community Paramedicine Program helps 
residents get high-quality and consistent care, helps 
the department best serve emergencies and reduces 
costs by connecting residents with the many local 
community health services.
